r. W. B. Riley’s Testimony 


Ever since I published in The 
Sword of the Lord the testimony 
about the wonderful healing of 
Brother J. A. Middleton, when we 
prayed over him and anointed him 
with oil, reports have been coming 
in of wonderful answers to prayer, 
and others have asked for us to 
pray for their sick. 


We were called to a home in Oak 
Cliff to pray for a little girl, evi- 
dently seriously sick, and in an- 
swering the request, we prayed, 
following the command of James 
5:14. The family are members of 
another Baptist church in Oak 
Cliff.

A woman seriously burned was 
rushed to the hospital and her life 
was despaired of.

The same night request for 
prayer came by telephone from an- 
other woman seriously and danger- 
ously ill.

DR. W. B. RILEY'S TESTIMONY 
ABOUT PRAYER FOR THE 
SICK AND ANOINTING 
WITH OIL 


“DIVINE HEALING 


““Is any sick among you? let 
him call for the elders of the 
Church; and let them pray over 
him, anointing him with oil, in the 
Name of the Lord: 

“*And the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up; and if he have com- 
ga sins, they shall be forgiven 
im. 

“<“Oonfess your faults one to an- 
other, and pray one for another, 
that ye may be healed’ ( James 
5:14-16). 

“To properly interpret this text, 
or better still, not to interpret it 
at all, but to accept it for what it 
says—-to believe it because God 
has uttered it—-is to preach what 
many eschew as false. 

“It requires no special courage 
to condemn the faiths that one’s 
own folks condemn; but to set up 
as Scriptural what has long been 
overlooked by one’s own people is 
to bring upon the speaker criti- 
cism, and often, even rebuke. And 
yet no man is quite so safe in 
standing firmly by the text of 
Scripture as is the preacher, the 
first article of whose denomina- 
tional faith reads like this: ‘We 
believe that the Holy Bible was 
written by men divinely inspired, 
and is a perfect treasure of heaven- 
ly instruction; that it has God for 
its Author, salvation for its end, 
and truth, without any mixture or 
error, for its matter; and is the 
supreme standard by which all 
human conduct, creeds, and opin- 
ions should be tried.’ 

“T should hesitate for a long 
time to overthrow any dogma that 
had the support of a few sacred 
texts, but to cut the cable of tra- 
dition and set sail by the chart and 
compass of God’s Word is always 
' a safe course for a believing soul. 


“*To the Law and to the Testi- 
mony: if they speak not according 
to this Word, it is because there 
is no light in them. And if those 
who hold another opinion ‘speak 
not according to this Word, tt is 
because there is no light in them, 

“To the text then: 

“*Is any sick among you? let 
him call for the elders of the 
Church; and let them pray over 
him, anointing him with oil im the 
Name of the Lord; 

“*And the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up; and if he have com- 
mitted sins, they shall be forgiven 
him. 

“<Confess your faults one to an- 
other, and pray one for another, 
that ye may be healed.’ 

“GOD’S PRESCRIPTION FOR 


SICKNESS IS ANOINTING 
AND PRAYER 


“The Elders, by Request of the 
Sick, Shall Anoint. 

“Is any sick among you? let 
him call for the elders of the 
Church; amd let them pray over 
him, anointing him with oil in the 
Name of the Lord, . 


“According to this text, they are 
not to hunt out the sick, but are 
to respond to the request of the 
sick. For three-centuries after 
Christ that was the universal cus- 
tom. Justin Martyr, Irenaeus, Ter- 
tullian, Origen, Clement, and others 
tell us of cases of devils cast out, 
of tongues given, of poison failing 
of its effects, and of the sick raised 
t< healta in answer to prayer. Such 
authors as Waterland, Dodwell, and 
Marshall insist that miracles of 
healing did not fail until the rise 
of the Catholic Church, and we 
know from history that since that 
time they have appeared among 
God’s most devout people —the 
Walrenses, Moravians, Huguenots, 
Friends, Baptists, and Methodists, 
not tc speak of the experience of 
the Scotch Covenanters, Knox, 
Wishart, Livingstone, Welsh, Bail- 
lie, Peden, Craig; as, also, with 
George Fox, the father of Quaker- 
ism, and our own Baptist fathers, 
Powell, Knollys, and Jessey; and 
these were men that followed the 
letter of our text. 


“THE ‘OIL’ HERE IS THE 
SYMBOL OF THE HOLY GHOST; 
and is applied as such. It is hardly 
medicinal, for if God is any sort 
of a physician, He is not a quack 
who would prescribe oil for all ‘dis- 
eases. 

“In the Old Testament and in 
the New, olive oil was used for 
anointing and, almost without ex- 
ception, as a symbol of the Holy 
Ghost. The fact that the elders, 
and not physicians, were to apply 
it, makes this view the more 
reasonable, and the additional 
words, ‘And the prayer of faith 
shall save the sick,’ puts beyond 
dispute the thought that the oil 
had any other significance than 
symbolizing the Spirit. 

“Lange, one of the greatest of 
Bible students and scholars, com- 
menting on Mark 6:13, and they 
‘anointed with oil many that were 
sick, and healed them, says, ‘Oil 
here is simply a symbolic medium 
of the miraculous work, and that 
the anointing was a symbol of the 
.bestowing of the Spirit as a pre- 
requisite condition of healing.’ 


“PRAYER AND CONFESSION 
WERE THE ESSENTIALS TO 
RESTORATION. Five times in as 
many verses here ‘prayer’ is di- 
vinely appointed. ‘Is any among 
you afflicted? let him pray, ‘Is 
any sick among you? let him call 
for the elders of the Church; and 
let them pray over him,” ‘The 
prayer of faith shall save the sick.’ 
Pray one for another, that ye may 
be healed. ‘The effectual fervent 
prayer of a righteous man availeth 
much. Prayer! Prayer! Prayer! 
Prayer! Prayer! 

“The most of us never stop to 
pray when our people are taken 


ill. We have professed to believe 
in God, and insist that what He 
says in the Scriptures is so, but 
how easily we forget ‘Whatsoever 
ye shall ask of the Father in My 
Name, He may give it you (John 
15:16); ‘That if two of you shall 
agree on earth as touching any 
thing that they shall ask, ét shall 
be done for them of My Father 
which is in Heaven’ (Matt. 18:19); 
and even the more specific prom- 
ises: ‘And these signs shall follow 
them that believe; they shall lay 
hands on the sick, amd they shall 
recover (Mark 16:17, 18). 


“When I make this plea, I am 
not speaking against physicians, 
but I am speaking for God. I am 
not even saying that I would not, 
under any circumstances, call a 
physician; but I am saying that I 
have a scriptural warrant for 
prayer. 

“It is all right for the unbeliev- 
ing world to make their first appeal 


4~to human help. It is all wrong for 


the followers of Jesus Christ to 
make their last appeal to Divine 
help. I have found Christian phy- 
sicians —- friends of the doctrine of 
Divine healing. One of the first 
physicians in the city of Chicago, 
a man who was prominent in two 
medical institutions, one of them 
famed the world around, said to 
me years since, that the Scriptures 
plainly taught that God would 
raise the sick in answer to prayer; 
and at his request, I went into one 
of those institutions twice to speak 
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to the medical students from this 
text. 

“As God’s men and women, we 
have not begun to understand the 
power of prayer. 

“GOD’S PROMISE IS RESTORA- 

TION AND FORGIVENESS 

“The scripture plainly says, “The 
prayer of faith shall save the sick.’ 
Mark you, it is not the oil that 
you use, but the prayer of faith. 

“Tt is not supposing that sick- 
ness is an ‘illusion’ that is to save, 
but ‘the prayer of faith.’ 

“It is not conversing with de- 
parted spirits that saves, but ‘the 
prayer of faith.’ 

“Blessed the man who can make 
‘the prayer of faith.’ 

“That is a mighty tribute that 
Paul pays to Abraham, he ‘believed 
God, and tt was counted unto him 
for righteousness’ (Romans 4:3). 
To believe — that is the climax of 
Christian blessedness. To believe 
God — that is truly the divinest 
of all human accomplishments. 

“Russell Conwell, in his life of 
Charlies Spurgeon, says: “There are 
now living and worshipping in the 
Metropolitan Tabernacle, hundreds 
of people who ascribe the exten- 
sion of their life to the effect of 
Mr. Spurgeon’s personal prayers. 
They have been sick with disease, 
and nigh unto death; he has ap- 

kneeled by their beds and 
prayed for their recovery. Im- 
mediately the tide of health re- 
turned, the fevered pulse became 
less, the temperature was reduced, 
and all the activities of nature re- 
sumed their normal functions with- 
in a short and unexpected period.’ 

“The success of our own A. J. 
Gordon in this experience, the 
blessings that were upon the pe- 
titions of A. B. Simpson, and the 
wonderful things that have come 
into the work of many others, have, 
in my judgment, one explanation 
—they were men who ‘believed 
God.’ 33 

DR. RILEY BELIEVES THE 

BIBLE, NOT TRADITION 

The above quotations from Dr. 
Riley’s printed sermon ought to 
help every one who is tempted to 
follow tradition instead of the Bi- 
ble. The command of James 5: 
14 which says, “Is any sick among 
you? let him call for the elders 
of the church; and let them pray 
over him, ANOINTING HIM WITH 
OIL IN THE NAME OF THE 
LORD,” is not according to Bap- 
tist traditions but nevertheless it 
is still in the Bible and is a plain 
command of God. Let us follow 
Dr. Riley’s example, even though 
traditionalists and strict denomi- 
nationalist Baptists may explain 
away and not believe or not prac- 
tice what the Scripture promises 


and commands about healing. 


PRAYER AND ANOINTING 
WITH OIL—MY FIRST 
EXPERIENCE 

I will never forget the first time 
I was ever called on to pray for 
the sick in connection with anoint- 
ing with oil. I had grown up with 
traditional Baptists. I was ac- 
customed to getting my Bible in- 
terpretations from the writings of 
Baptist authors from discussions at 
Baptist Meetings, and from well 
known Baptist preachers. Yet I 
believed the Bible. I had only 
recently made up my mind that at 
any cost I would expose the evo- 
lution in Baylor University and 
modernism in any form, even 
though sponsored by denomina- 
tional leaders. To break with Bap- 


tist leadership, to throw away Bap- 
tist pride and to start out to please 
God alone, as the way was revealed 
through the Bible and by the lead- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, was one 
of the greatest steps of my life. 
It was a great trial, and a great 
victory. 

I had begun to preach on radio 
KFQB and in Dr. Norris’s absence 
at the First Baptist Church in Fort 
Worth, I had promised God that 
whatever I found in the Bible I 
would take no matter what the 
cost. 

There was present in the serv- 
ices of the First Baptist Church 
of Fort Worth one Sunday, a busi- 
ness man from Boston, Mass., a 
Christian merchant who had been 
greatly used of God. But he was 
not well, and since he believed the 
Bible, he decided to “call for the 
elders of the church” that they 
might pray for him, anointing him 
with oil in the name of the Lord. 
After the Sunday morning service 
we came to Dr. Norris’s study. I 
went to Renfro’s Drug Store and 
got a bottle of olive oil. Dr. Norris 
anointed the man with oil as all 
of us kneeled together and both 
of us prayed as earnestly as we 
knew how that God would heal 
him, if it would be according to 
His will. 

This good man went on his way 
and I have never seen him again. 
I do not know whether God healed 
him, though I have hope that He 
did. God does not always heal. 
It is the prayer of faith that saves 
the sick; if God gives the faith, 
He does the healing. In His mercy, 
He sometimes heals even when we 
do not have much faith. But it 
was my first experience in pray- 
ing for the sick, anointing them 
with oil as the Scripture plainly 
commands. 

At first I felt some reluctance to 
take part in the sacred ceremony, 
but there it was in the Bible, as 
plain as the nose on your face, and 
I could not honestly refuse, while 


claiming to take the Bible from 
Genesis to Revelation at literal 
face value. So I decided then and 
there I would no longer explain 
away this Scripture. I received 
such joy in my heart, such a sense 
of God’s blessing, that I have never 
since doubted it was the will of 
God. I cannot conscientiously say 
“the oil simply means to give the 
sick man some medicine.” Since 
that time I have prayed for the 
sick in literally hundreds of cases 
where God has mercifully answered 
prayer. In a number of cases, when 
it was requested, according to the 
Scripture, and when I could do so, 
I have anointed sick people with 
oil in the name of the Lord. When 
God gave the faith, then God gave 
the healing. 


My brother, do not be afraid of 
the Word of God! Do not explain 
it away. Take the Bible at face 
value. It is God’s Word. It means 
what it says and it says what it 
means. God wants us to expect 
Him to answer prayer for the 
sick.

The First Baptist Church of Oak 
Cliff with Brother Albert W. Luper, 
pastor, is doing a fine work and is 
composed of very fine people. This 
church has been known through 
the years as a B. M. A. Baptist 
Church and it is understood that 
a clause in the deed to the church 
property binds them to codperate 
with the Baptist Missionary As- 
sociation as long as it exists, or 
forfeit the church property. Nom- 
inally, therefore, we suppose this 
church will profess to remain in 
the Baptist Missionary Association 
of Texas. 

But in actual fact, the church 
has now become a Convention 
church and affiliates with the 
Texas Baptist Convention.

chines do so expecting to beat the 
game and get more than they put 
in, though they practically never 
ado so. 

Punch boards are favorite gam- 
bling devices of many people. 
Many church people carry on this 
wicked and dishonest way of beat- 
ing people out of money, and other 
church people are suckers who 
gamble away their money, hoping 
to beat the game. The man who 
owns the punch board and thé man 
who punches it, both are thieves 
at heart, planning to get something 
for nothing. 

Horse racing is having a new 
vogue. In Dallas, where 50,000 
people are on relief rolls, the Fair 
Park race track was expected to 
take two and one half million dol- 
lars in the races now drawing to 
a close! 

Bookie shops are everywhere 
running brazenly with their illegal 
gambling. People gamble on dog 
races, on baseball games, on politi- 
cal elections. 

Multitudes of church women in 
Dallas, and church men as well, 
regularly have their bridge parties. 
Sometimes they merely gamble for 
prizes, other times for money 
stakes. We have heard of one 
church in Dallas where women hold 
their bridge parties in the church 
building!

It is the 
chain letter craze to “send-a-dime” 
or “send-a-dollar” or “send-five- 
dollars.”

the ponies. It is a way whereby 
dishonest people expect to gain 
something for nothing, to get mon- 
ey without working for it, to get 
money for which they do not give 
an honest return. 


It is an obvious fact that no 
more letters will be received having 
money in them than the letters 
sent having money in them. No 
more dimes, or dollar bills, or five 
dollar bills will be received than | 
are sent. The scheme does not | 
make any more money, does not’ 
create any product, does not in- 
crease values. If one man should 
get $10.00 in chain letters for a 
dime that he puts in, then certainly 
ninety-nine other people would be 
cheated and would not get their 
dime back. If one man makes 
profit, the other man loses. If one 
man wins the poker game, another 
man loses. If one man wins at 
a horse race, other men lose, The 
chain letter “send-a-dime’’ scheme 
is gambling pure and simple, and 
everyone who sends such a letter 
or sends a dime in answer to such 
a letter, is a gambler, guilty of the 
same sin as the horse race gam- 
bler, card playing gambler, the 
crap-shooting gambler, or any oth- 
er kind of gambler. 


All Gamblers Are Thieves 


People sometimes ask where in 
the Bible gambling is prohibited. 
In Exodus 20:15, “Thou shalt not 
steal.” That forbids gambling. 
The bank robber and the hijacker 
take money at the point of a gun, 
by force, without earning it, with- 
out giving value received. They 
are thieves. The shop-lifter and 
pick-pocket and burglar take mon- 


without paying for them, without 
giving value in return. They are 
thieves. The gambler takes mon-

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ey which he has not earned and 
takes it as a result of chance or 
by trickery, or by out-guessing the 
other fellow. The gambler takes 
money he doesn’t earn, he doesn’t 
give labor for it, he doesn’t give 
property, he doesn’t give anything 
of value, but by trickery, schem- 
ing, or by chance, he takes if he 
can, the other man’s money which 
he has not earned. The gambler is 
a thief. His motives are exactly 
like the motives of the bank rob- 
ber, the hijacker, the pick-pocket, 
the burglar, and the shop-lifter. 

To be sure the gambler does not 
always win. More than half of 
those who gamble must always 
lose. Promoters, crooked jockeys, 
judges or dealers must first get 
their share. Chain letters must 
pay postage first. Then besides 
these expenses, for every dollar 
that one man gains there is a dol- 
lar that some other man loses. 
More than half of all gamblers lose. 
That is an unchangeable law. But 
the man who gambles and loses is 
just as guilty as the man who 
gambles and wins. He had the 
Same covetous heart. He is as 
guilty as a hijacker who finds a 
victim without any money. The 
gambler who wins is a thief. The 
gambler who loses is a thief, and 
a fool besides. Since all gamblers 
eventually lose, then all gamblers 
are suckers as well as being 
thieves in the sight of God. You 
gamblers, chain letter fans and 
others, hear this sermon! 


Gambling Is Sin 


Gambling is one of the most 
vicious of sins. Gambling teaches 
people not to pay their debts. Gam- 
bling makes wastrels. Gambling 
teaches men to expect money with- 
out working for it. Gambling 
causes the clerk to take money out 
of the cash register on “a sure 
thing.”” Many a bank cashier or 
teller has committed suicide after 
being found short on account of 
gambling with depositors’ money. 

My dear people, gambling mon- 
ey is tainted money. Do not covet 


it. It is accursed! It will do you 
no good. It will give you unease 
of mind. It will lead you to cer- 
tain loss. Gambling breaks down 


character, dishonors God, grieves 
the Holy Spirit and disgraces the 
church. Gambling deteriorates 
character and makes crooks. I beg 
you, if you claim to be a child of 
God, have nothing to do with this 
wicked “send-a-dime” chain letter 
craze in any of its forms. Tell 
crooks who seek to enlist you in it 
that you earn your money honestly, 
and can trust God to provide 
enough for all your needs without 
stooping to gambling. 


Sinner, You Can't Get By God 


Unsaved man, you can’t prosper 
in the long run without righteous- 
ness. Sinner, you can’t get by 
with your sins. The Bible says 
“be sure your sin will find you out” 
(Numbers 32:23). You are warned 
that “the wages of sin is death” 
(Romans 6:23). Again we are 
told “Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap” 
(Galatians 6:7). Sowing and reap- 
ing is the law of God and the only 
escape is in being born again, 
saved by the blood of Jesus Christ. 
Repent today before you receive 
the wages of sin. Remember that 
the rest of the verse in Romans
